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1 have said a good deal about man-eating tigers, but 
there are man eaters of another sort. Wolves in cer¬ 
tain pfy'ts are very dangerous, waylaying the women, 
children and weakly aged of both sex, and sometimes 
even the stalwart man, who unarmed, must needs fall 
a victim to the assault of two or three of these savage 
villains, who lope some 20 or 30 miles through the for¬ 
ests to take post on some lonely portion of a high road 
or village path to choose their prey. 

But besides wolves there !b the panther, who by some 
chance has tnsted human blood, and appreciated the 
flavor thereof. From that instant he becomes a con¬ 
firmed man hunter, going Bbout stealthily “seeking 
whom he may devour," even as Eblis himself, whose 
son the natives say he is. Dogs, dainty calves, and 
juicy sucking pigs, have now no longer any seductive 
influence on the vitiated palate that craves only the 
one food. A tender babe is preferred, no objections 
are made to a well grown lass or stripling-, but if these 
ore not forthcoming tougher stuff is not despised. 

It was my good fortune to come within the circle of 
operations of one of the worst of these desperate, yet 
sly, brutes, who nightly visited some village or other, 
and weekly placed an average quota of humanity on 
his bill of fare. 

{JfWhcn I first arrived at Baitool, M- had told me 

about this beast and had planned a visit to his neigh¬ 
borhood, which was hastened by the murder afore men- I 
tioned, which was done in the direction of one of the 
villages poached upon by this panther. 

A few days before our arrival one of the policemen 
of the station was attacked whilst lying asleep on his 
charpoi in the verandah. The panther had crept stealth¬ 
ily through the village,*but had found doors bolted aud 
babies safely housed. In fact all the inhabitants of the 
village were housed behind barred doors, as the rav¬ 
ages of the marauder had been somewhat provocatively 
persistent. The police sentry alone was out of doors, 
and he should have been, not sleeping, or at least, with 
one eye open. The night was still, the air sultry, the 
shrill-voiced cicadas dropped into a monotonous key, 
whose soporific tones bad doubtless affected the sepoy. 
No matter what the cause, he slept, and, doubtless, 
dreamed; dreamed, perhaps, of Mahomet, of paradise, 
of Houris, in whose lissome arms his form was encir¬ 
cled. But a change crept through the bright mirage of 
hla dream. The gates of Gehenna seemed to open; a 
black hand seemed Btretched up from the abyss, and to 
clasp him by the leg. 

“-the turk swoke, 

That bright drqjim TO hie last"— 

Not quite, however, for a wild shriek aroused his 
startled comrades to rush out tonis rescue and beat the 
panther off. He was a coward, dropped his victim and 
bolted, leaving the peeler’s leg very much the worse 
for the clawing and biting It had received. 

My fame as “burra shikaree sahib"—mighty hunter— 
had proceeded our arrival at the village, and no small 
amount of blessings and protector-of-the-poorlng did I 
oome in for. Every.man, woman and child turned out 
to aea us come In, and great were the rejoicings when 




it was known I should make a stay long enough to give 
the panther a chance of being killed. 

That evening I went some four miles out to a little 
village, which had been greatly harrassed by this spot¬ 
ted fiend. It was the habit of the inhabitants to shut 
themselves up at night, preferring to swelter in their 
close quarters to being eaten in the open. I arranged 
to have a charpoi placed in a verandah that projected 
somewhat into the street, and from which a good view 
could be obtained of the frontage of nearly every hut 
throughout the village. 

Old M— went over with me with a couple of his po¬ 
licemen, fully armed in caBe of necessity. I had hud 
a good sleep in the afternoon, so that I was not at all 
drowsy. M—, on the other hand,, had had a deal of 
official business to attend to, and was in consequence 
very much inclined to fall off to sleep as the longer 
hours drew towards the beginning of another day. 
The niggers had smoked their hubble-bubbles and 
talked themselves to sleep. M— wrapped himself in 
his coat and dropped off too. All was still save the 
deep stertorous breathing of some one here and there 
in the sleeping village. My boy lay watch¬ 
ing on the charpoi full in the bright starlight and 
looking up the street, whilst I sat crouched in the 
dark corner of the verandah, looking down the street 
with my left shoulder somewhat up, so that I could 
fire up or down the street without moving my body 
from its base. 

The night wore on; the first crowing of the cocks 
were sounding through the still air, when my boy 
moved his foot so as to touch my shoulder. Glancing 
over it, I, at first, saw nolhing, but immediately saw a 
sinuous form glide from the dark shadow of a veran¬ 
dah across, and up the street. It disappeared again 
into the next verandah, and so on along the street past 

I saw at once she was just quartering the ground, so 
to speak, and looking for an opening through which to 
steal upon her prey. I bided my time. The stillness 
was oppressive. 

"The beating of my own heart was the only aonnd I heard,'' 
and like the maid who wandered by the'brookside, I, 
too, was waiting for some one to come, but with some¬ 
what different feelings. 

My smooth-bore gun, loaded with spherical balls, 12 
to the pound, was full cocked in my hands, and point¬ 
ed to the corner of the verandah, round which the pan¬ 
ther should appear, if he did so at all. 

When would the beast come up? 

It crossed the street, and as I expected, came steadily 
along, taking house after house in systematic order. It 
left the next house and stepped into our verandah, its 
lithe form distinctly limned against the distance. 

I raised my gun, and instinctively the beast crouched 
for its spring, fixing its topaz eyes intently on me. 
Taking those lights for a mark I pressed the trigger, 
and instantly filled the verandah with smoke, which 
hung like a pall over the scene. Into this murky cloud 

sprang M-and his Bepoya, who one and all sprang 

into the street. But my boy was before hand, and it 
was his voice that said, “Murgaia”—it is dead. The 
ball had sped true, and quenched the light of those to¬ 
paz eyes forever. Bengalee. 




Wild Turkeys—A Missouri Joke. 

Keokuk, Iowa, Nov. 11. 

To The Field: —Our trap shooting is over for the 
present, and I thought it might perhaps be of interest 
to you to detail a few experiences we had in field 
shooting last week. The quail are very small for the 
season, many covies not being over half grown, owing 
to the continual rainy weather we have had, on account 
of which the first brood was lost. 

Wild turkeys are in great plenty within five miles of 
this city, and numbers have been bagged by our ama¬ 
teur hunters. Sunday is usually chosen for the sport, 
and a few Sundays since a party of about sixteen went 
down into Missouri to a place called Sandy Ridge, in 
Clark county, to enjoy some turkey shooting. They 
labored under the impression that the Sunday law was 
not in effect in Missouri, but found themselves sadly 
mistaken, as the whole party were surrounded by offi¬ 
cers and captured. They were each fined one dollar 
and costs, BDd came home reporting that game was 
scarce in Missouri. 

The game laws of Iowa and Missouri are very good 
if put in force, but they are but negligently upheld, 
so that real sportsmen have but little enjoyment. 

There is a lake some twenty miles cast of Keokuk, 
in Illinois, that is quite a resort for sportsmen in the 
duck seasoD. It is called Lake Lima, and when the 
season is on is generally full of game. A party of us 
started for that point last week, our hearls rejoicing 
before hand at the prospect of lots of good shooting, 
and a return with plenty of game. 

But alas! how we were disappointed. When we 
reached the lake we found several other parties camp¬ 
ed there, who reported that they had hardly shot 
enough for camp use, but had been obliged to rely on 
fish, of which there were plenty to supply the defi¬ 
ciency. Fortunately there were quantities of black 
bass in the lake, so that we had no fear of starvation. 
We hunted long and anxiously for ducks and geese, but 
met with no success, our game bags only showing after 
two days’ hunt a couple of coons and several squirrels. 
Bee trees are numerous in the neighborhood, and well 
filled, and of honey we had an abundance, but no 
means of carrying it home. 

Mosquitos were numerous and savage, and as it is a 
hunter’s adage that “plenty of mosquitos, no ducks," 
we made up our minds that we were of more use else 
where, so 

“Folded onr tents like the Arab, 

And quietly stole away."

A Day’s Shooting at Grass Lake. 

To The Field: —Needless to tell an old hunter 
where Grass Lake is, but for the benefit of tyros and 
fledgeliDgs in the art, we might venture to say that it is 
in Lake county. Of all pluces where the web-footed 
creature delights to hold convention, pair off, and vote 
joint resolutions, no happier spot than this could be 
chosen by tho prurient drake as a trysting place or 
sparking Eden in the spring and autumnal season. In 
summer, these bashful lovers hie themselves north¬ 
wards beyond reach of vulgar prying eyes, and there 
transfer their little chores in the way of laying and fer- 
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tilizlng eggs and baby farming generally. At present, 
however, Grass Lake and vicinity is the focus of con¬ 
centration—a sort of rendezvous or meeting of the tribes, 
preparatory to the migration southwards. The thou¬ 
sand sedgy nooks and cozy recesses screened from ob- 
seravation and danger by swaying breastworks of rush 
and rice, are all alive with industrious families of ducks 
bent on love and celery. It is here that the proud drake 
sails round like a Grand Turk in the harem, conscious 
of dignity and merits of his charge. From the distant 
sloughs, the hollow nasal quack of the beloved mallard 
travels mellowly on the evening air like a prolonged 
laugh, and reveals a high old time in the peaceful, un¬ 
disturbed cover. From the opposite shores proceed the 
shrill, muffled and fantastic whispers of the teal, blue 
bill, rail, mud hen, and other promiscuous noises from a 
hundred species, as sort of curfew bells harbinging sleep 
and retirement in this vast community. 

Lucky, ah thrice lucky are tbeduckn, who being well, 
leave well, alone. But no, like reckless tramps, they 
will go gadding about to display their finery and can¬ 
vas backs, ana it wn9 during one of these flights on 
grand parade that we interviewed the most venture¬ 
some. 

Our guide, Mr. Paddock, pushed his frail bark from 
the marshy bank with an ease and cold-blooded dex¬ 
terity, like Cbaron wading in the Stys, and about to 
cart souls to hell, leastway ducks. 

There is something ominous about that quiet-going 
man, whose calm eye seems to mutter "sure pop,” as 
it scans the horizon in search of shovel bill and espies 
their approach in the inpenetrable distance. As the ap¬ 
proaching flocks assume proportions of Bbape and sex, 
he shrinks back modestly like a closing telescope, or 
coils himself up into a shapeless, colorless knot, look¬ 
ing as innocent as a mud turtle, yet crashing with shot 
ana fury when they flash past, generally dropping two 
or three of their cumber as hostages for their future re¬ 
appearance. 

In the same boat, and thicket, Mr. Periolat, of Chi¬ 
cago, also lies concealed, armed with deadly desires 
and a trusty breech-loader. Shots rapidly follow each 
other, with varying success, seasoned with an occa¬ 
sionally brilliant mark. 

One solitary teal comes coursing with the wmd in 
mid-sky, like a shooting star, which indeed it was, and 
at this flying rocket Mr. Paddock almost indiscreetly 
let off the contents of his right barrel, for the two old 
hunters. Lou and Jerry, judged it expedient to harbor 
their ammunition, which still represents a red cent in 
the bnrrel. But to see that teal double up in the clouds 
and roil down head over heals with snowy little splash 
into a lily patch, was indeed a thing of satisfaction. 

The gentleman probably used his regular bean cart¬ 
ridge to accomplish this wonderful feat. At irregular 
Intervals appear further flights, generally beyond range 
of the ambitious gun. Some of them not unfrequently 
took a bee line for our cover, and if they seemed in 
especial hurry, the drake leader was appealed to in the 
language of his clan, which often determined a whirl¬ 
ing motion of recognition, more or less fatal to the 
flock. 

Our own modest self, illustrious however as a pot¬ 
shot, have accomplished wonderful feats, both on our 
hands and knees. We have crept on to banks, have 
even trailed the dust on our outstretched thighs with a 

i 'ointless body, waddling and wallowing the Lord knows 
iow, until the heart seemed to burst with emotion, and 
the little toads hobnobbed fearlessly alongside of our in¬ 
animate carcass as we feigned death itself, yet glided 
on the cold earth like a languid snail. Deliberately, and 
by slow degrees, have we raised our nose and eyes to 
uti attitude fraught with danger nnd excitement, and 
twixt the crafty shade of hazel bush and huckelberry 
feasted our burning sockets on a score of wriggling 
mallards within easy smelling distance. 

And during these exalted moments in a professional 
hunter's life, when a swaying back can render the most 
consumate plans abortive, have we not endured agonies 
from wasp and shoo fly, whom forbearance and im¬ 
ploring looks alone decoyed away. 

We have achieved all this, and knocked one dozen 
ducks, mule overhead, so they didn’t know how they 
got there. 

And yet there people who will talk to us about Bo- 
gardus and double shots. Did ever double shot ac¬ 
complish 12 ducks out of two pigeon traps? We answer 
emphatically, no! Mr. B., peace be to his manes, never 
even presumed as much. 

To say that we are prejudiced, and do not under¬ 
stand fly shooting, or shooting on the fly (synonymous 
we suppose) is a fallacy and an injustice. We, in com¬ 
mon with others, well understand how 'tis done, but in 
view of the convenient and signal success of the pot¬ 
ting Bystem, choose to defer the other plan to a more 
opportune moment, and meanwhile give the boys a 
chance. Tadpole. 


Feathered Game, Dogs and Shooting. 

Warren, O., Nov. 2. 

To The Field:—I thought I would write you a letter 
about sporting matters in our place. We have a pleas¬ 
ant town of six or seven thousand inhabitants. We try 
to be attentive to business, and, at the same time, to 
do something in the sporting line. 

Many years ago this section of country was blessed 
with game, large and small. Deer and bears, together 
with smaller game, filled the forests. They had 
little to fear in those days. No white man had yet dis¬ 
turbed their resting places, and the red man's path did 
not pass near their retreat. The tide of civilization 
swept on from the East; pioneers soon formed a settle¬ 
ment, small at first, but gradually increasing, until now 
we have a flourishing town. With the first appearance 
of settlers, game commenced to grow scarce, and to¬ 
day all that we can claim are pheasants, quail and 
woodcock, yet some of our sportsmen go out and bring 
in quite a respectable bag. This fall, pheasants seem 
to be as plentiful as usual. Quail had a hard winter, 
and no doubt many were frozen to death, which fact, 
together with our unfavorable summer, makes them few 


and far between. Woodcock are fast disappearing. 
In the summer of 1872 they afforded as fine sport as 
any one could desire, but since then there has been a 
hunter for almost every bird, and the result is that 
lately it has been impossible to make a good bag. The 
only way to remedy the matter is, to abolish summer 
shooting, and to let them come into season the same 
time with quail, which is the 18th of October. If this 
is not done, wo Boon must give up the woodcock, and 
Bpeak of him as a noble bird that once was, but Ihat 
now is not. 

Not many years ago a black bear was shot on the 
banks of the Mahoning river, I say was shot—rather 
say, was murdered—for some enterprising person had 
bought him for a pet, and finally put him up in a ruffle. 
The successful man immediately stepped up to the 
chained bear and poured the contents or his guD into 
him. Since this display of manly nerve and muscle, 
we have no more bear hunts. 

In the line of sporting dogs we can show almost any¬ 
thing—Irish and Gordon; bnt while they are numerous 
we cannot boast of pure blood or fine training. If this 
statement offends any one, he muat pardon me. Al¬ 
though we do not possess a first-class dog, yet we have 
some that will do very well. Mr. Tom Kinsman has a 
setter pup that is highly spoken of, and promises to 
make a good one. Messrs. Yautrot and ladings have 
each an Irish setter. Mr. N. B. Tyler has a dog, a 
cross between Irish and English. W. A. Birchard owns 
a powerful keen-nosed dog. Mr. Frank Freeman has 
just purchased a handsome black setter, while Ben 
Lane shoots, over a pointer, both birds and foxes; this 
may he sport, but he has almost ruined his dog. 

The Buckeye Shooting Club of Warren was organized 
in 1871. It was first known as the Trumbull Counly 
Sportsmen's Club, hut the name was shortly changed 
to the one it now bears. The object of this club was 
to prosecute all violators of the game laws; to have 
pigeon matches and a good lime generally. Several 
pot-hunters have found it quite expensive to shoot 
game out of season, but the club intends to be on the 
outlook for all transgressors. We have a beautiful 
solid gold medal and we all take a crack for it occasion¬ 
ally. At the first Bhoot it was won by W. A. Birchard, 
E>q.; since then it has been passed around, until now 
it rests on C. Tyler's manly bosom. Mr. Tyier has held 
it through two or three contests, and it will require per¬ 
severing skill to take it from him. We have a score of 
members, most all of whom are as good shots aB the av- 
verage, both in the field and at the trap. Our fall 
match has not yet taken place, but when it comes off I 
will send you the result. 

Upon the table of the club will be found copies of 
your excellent paper together with other sporting jour¬ 
nals: This is a good arrangement, and I hope that as 
long as we exist as a club we will be able to subscribe 
for these papers. 

Business has been quite good this fail, and as thiB is 
the keynote to all things we may expect belter and hap¬ 
pier times. Our sportsmen, by looking sharply after 
law-breakers, and spending more money judiciously for 
good dogs, will, in the course of time, become sports¬ 
men in every sense of the word. Field. 


Cause of the Disappearance of Ducks and Fish on 
Fox and PIstaqaa Lakes. 

Elgin, III., Nov. 8. 

To The Field:— Although I am what may be termed 
an individual inclined in a slight measure toward en¬ 
thusiasm, still, after a trip to Fox Lake and return, I 
am reasoning very coolly upon the subject of ducking. 
You remember that last year my letters to The Field 
were vivid with pen pictures of glorious sport, teeming 
of days spent amidst ravishing enjoyments. The river 
sparkled, its crystal waters overflowing with fascinating 
bass and pike, while myriad mallards, canvas-backs 
el. al. waited sweet zephyrs, as the fresh breeze of 
morning stirred the ripples to laughter on the bosom of 
the limpid lake. 1 believe the ducks then sacrificed 
themselves willingly; the fish loved the music of our 
splashing oars, and leaped gaily into the boat, anxious 
to add their efforts to the general good will toward all. 

If I remember aright, SimmoDS’ run on the N. W. R. 
R., was furnished an additional engine, while the whole 
train was made up of refrigerator cars. At McHenry 
they took on their daily supply of duck and fish con¬ 
signed to Chicago dealers and numerous sporting 
friends. The train soon became a fixed adjunct to our 
hunting party, and was chartered under a permanent 
comract to devote its undivided time in attending to 
the transfer of game sent by us down the river on 
hastily constructad rafts. Ask Simmons, he remem¬ 
bers it; it was he who first proposed a branch track to 
Nipersink Point, and 1 don't know but that it would 
have been accomplished had not Ed. Bross told the 
superintendent that we were making game of the rail¬ 
road, and the carrying of ducks in refrigerator cars was 
a "put up job.” 

TheD too, Ed. and Frank Warren came up, and after 
they came the daily shipments fell off. I do not say it 
was on account of their appetites; still Simmons’train 
soon decreased to thirty-seven car-losds a day. That 
was a glorious fall, even Harry Dunneli had never hut 
two or three times seen the game so plentiful. Now 
all is changed. My present admiration for Fox lake 
BportiDg is not of an enthusiastic nature. Since the 
Chicago Club House, and Col. Lippincott’s residence 
was finished, there has been a dearth of game (except¬ 
ing a few hands of draw beans for ante). Being of an 
inquisitive turn of mind, I, learning of the condition of 
affairs, have been investigating the causes, both natu¬ 
ral and otherwise, and after a patient week’s work, I 
feel ready to report. 

1st. It Is known that the river has risen several 
inches, and in several locations even more. 

2d. The wild rice which has in the past been the 
load-stone which attracted the ducks, is shorter and 
much less dense, while in many places for rods about, 
there is not the least trace of vegetation. 

Also 8d, the placid waters of the lake which was 


wont to reflect the pebbles at the very bottom through 
its limpid depths bas become a grayish brown, its 
color oDscuring the vision. Then, too, I notice many 
ducks floatlngwilh the tide, apparently unable to make 
use of their legs. What has produced this change? I 
asked General Woodward,.who bas a summer residence 
on Crabb Apple Island, surrounded with all modern 
improvements, and located in the dense fastnesses of 
the forest primeval. He'does not know, unless it is be¬ 
cause he is lately married. Rob. Stanley, w hose death¬ 
dealing gun has supplied nearly all the city sports with 

S ame to take home .and show their friends—at three 
ollars a dozen—and he don’t know, unless it be that a 
certain Elgin doctor lost his medicine case overboard 
a while ago. Harry DuDneli, on being interviewed, 
thought perhaps it might be owing to the East wind. 

If you will carefully examine the lake bottom at ebb 
tide you will discover the surface to be covered with 
what you at first glance would suppose to be lava. It 
is of a dark gray color, and seems to be unequally dis¬ 
tributed, lying as it were in winrows. You notice it 
about the roots of the wild rice, while the celery hard¬ 
ly holds it head up, as if a heavy weight holds it down. 
Upon endeavoring to dislodge portions of it, you find 
that it adheres together with wonderful tenacity, bnt 
by dint of extra effort you will succeed. I got some 
and wns surprised at its weight and metallic appear¬ 
ance. 1 carried a quantity to Stanley's bouse, ana after 
washing it thoroughly to dislodge the dirt and guano, 
asked Rob if he could explain its composition, and if it 
was indigenous to that peculiar climate and season. 
Rob laughed I didn't see anything peculiarly funny. 
Then he explained. He said that what 1 took to be a 
new discovery was not anything very wonderful; if I 
would examine it closely r would see that it was made 
up of numerous globules, hard and spherical. He then 
took a hammer and broke the mass up. It seemed to 
dissolve into small globular atoms, running along the 
floor as we have often seen quicksilver do upon being 
spilt. 

"This,” he said, “is the secret of our dearth of ducks 
and fish (his season. Fox and Pistaqna Lakes, as well 
as the river, now. flow over a mass of this substance, in 
some places several feet thick, it is more abundant in 
front of the Chicago and Elgin Club houses. The 
ducks came here in usual numbers and were quite fat. 

1 soon noticed they grew poor and weak; many died, 
but those possessing the requisite strength went away. 
They appeared to go through the motions of procur¬ 
ing food, but I always noticed as they arose upon 
the water, after seeking the bottom in quest of food, 
they looked discouraged, and surprised witbal. They 
shifted their feeding grounds frequently, but evident¬ 
ly with no better results." 

“I then investigated the cause, and found, as you have, 
this deposit covering the bottom. Of course the ducks 
could not gel at the earth below, and of necessity grew 
emaciated and down hearted. That’s the reason they 
are not here now, and God only knows when they will 
come back to stay. The fish are suffering from the 
same cause, and >u will notice a peculiar chaoge in 
their habits. If you watch, you will see a large school 
of bass following three or four large garrs. These lat¬ 
ter act queer, and 1 have often sat in my boat watch¬ 
ing them. They will swim toward shore until they 
find a large stone; this they take in their mouths, and 
swimming off 15 or 20 feet, they dive with terrible 
force against the bottom. This they continue until 
the stone has forced a hole through the deposit. Then 
they insert their long noses in the opening, and as many 
fish as are able to find room pile upon them. By this 
means they frequently pry up large pieces of the mass, 
thus reaching the ground beneath, and securing feed¬ 
ing grounds for many others. Were it not for this, 
the ttsh would be compelled to migrate into water 
within the city limits.” 

“But what ib this peculiar formation, if I make so 
bold to inquire,” I asked. 

“Why, lead to be Bure.” 

"Lead! but 1 didn't suppose that lead grew like this.” 
“Nor does it," he answered. “This lead originally 
cost two dollars and a half a bag, and was labeled 
‘Best Chicago Tower Shot.’ This that you Bee at the 
bottom of the water is that which failed to hit duckB 
when shot out of |400 breech-loaders. The quantity 
carried away by the birds was small in proportion.” 

I was a little surprised, but believed that he told 
the truth, for I saw' the men shoot at the ducks, and as 
the ducks flew away the shot must have gone some¬ 
where. Truly yours, Medicus. 

On the Wing. 

Pana, 111., Nov. 8, 1875. 

To The Field; —During the past week there has 
been somewhat of an “ amusement” among the shoot¬ 
ers in this vicinity, the fine weather inviting them to the 
field with a persuasiveness that could not well be resist¬ 
ed. Some of them have been pretty well repaid for 
the time thus spent, securing large numbers of quail, 
and an occasional woodcock, but of prairie chicken the 
mournful wail on every hand is “there are none;” or if 
a chance one is seen it is almost invariably at a safe 
distance from the sportsman. 

The quail, owing to the continued and very heavy 
rains of the early summer in this section, were late, 
and many coveys were found up to within the past 
week not much larger than sparrows, but they are 
marked, and will receive due attention as soon as they 
are large enough. 

A couple of gentlem^fef this city brought home one 
hundred and nineteen quail on Thursday evening, the 
result of a little belter than one day's shooting, they 
having Bpenl a day and a fraction in the field some 
twenty miles east of Pana, in the region of the classic 
Okaw. Other parties have been having fair success, 
but I have heard of none reaching the above figures by 
several dozen. 

The latter part of the summer, and up to the present, 
we have bad very little rain, and the lakeB ana ponds 
in this section are Bald to be almost dry, which may se¬ 
riously interfere with the anticipated harvest of ducks, 
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bat bb no one haB seen in dreams the inscription de¬ 
scribed by Dante over the gate of hell, all hope has not 
abandoned us. 

A number of our leading shots will leave here in a 
few days for better hunting grounds. Some pronosc 
going to the swamps of Arkansas, some to western Mis¬ 
souri, aud still others to northwestern Iowa. 

I was called upon last Saturday evening to examine 
the charge in a gun which had been borrowed by a 
gentleman of this city, whose pretensions as a shooter 
were about equal to those of the man whose “dog was 
afraid of quail,” to which I referred in a former letter. 
The pretentious sport returned the borrowed gun on 
Saturday, with one barrel loaded in such a manner as 
to convince the most skeptical that he is at least pos¬ 
sessed of the liberal ideas of a gentleman. The charge 
in the gun when returned filled the barrels for a space 
of eleven and one-fourth (lli) inches, by actual and 
careful measurement. The owner says he expects to 
quarry the load out to-day, in the hope of obtaining 
enough ammunition for the remainder of the season; 
but be does not wish to loan the gun again to the man 
who loads so liberally, until after he has realized from 
the enormous charge returned. Perhaps he may have 
powder and shot to dispose of, as he does not bunt a 
great deal himself. 

The local excitement or amusement in this city du¬ 
ring the past week was a velocipede tournament, which 
took place at Hayward's Hall, on Monday. The first 
prize was borne off by Master Myron McQuigg, a lad 
of five years. Other prizes were awarded to some four 
contestants, and the affair was much enjoyed by all 
present.

Sporting Notes from the Buckeye State. 

Piqua, O., Nov. 8. 

To The Field:— On last Wednesday we did our first 
quail shooting of the season. In a tramp of about three 
miles we found four covies of birds, ana had some very 
good shooting. The dogs behaved splendid, and to see 
them on a point, one would have thought it was their 
last instead of their first point of the season. We had 
a very enjoyable time for three or four hours, and suc¬ 
ceeded in bagging 15 birds to the gun over two dogs. 
The farmers in this section are very severe on sports¬ 
men. They have their “No Hunting” signs conspicu¬ 
ously posted on their farms, and permission has to be 
obtained to shoot, or you are liable to be arrested, and 
fined, too, for trespass. We heard of one of our sports¬ 
men having to come down to the tune of $7.50 for above 
violation. 

The late election exhibited the feeling that exists to 
a great extent between the sportsmen and the farmers. 
The granger candidate for legislator (Kerr) met with an 
overwhelming defeat. We asked a prominent sports¬ 
man and leading politician if he was going to support 
Kerr. “No, sir, 1 um not goiDg to put a club into a 
man’s hand to knock me on the head with.” 

A party is organizing here to go on a ten days' hunt 
in the vicinity of Jonesboro, Ind. Quail will be their 
main holt. A party from Bradford, headed by the vet¬ 
eran sportsman, Mr. Sowers, is now absent on a hunt 
at Beaver Lake, about 75 miles west of Logansport, on 
the line of the Third Division of the P. C. 3s St. L. It. 
R. Ducks and geese are what they want; we wish them 
abundant success. 

Mr. Sowers has in his kennel a litter of ten setter pup¬ 
pies, out of his white bitch Queen, by.Eastham’s lem- 
, on and white dog Grouse. Queen is a native bred 
bitch, is a perfect beauty, and as good as pretty. She 
is well broken and almost perfect in the field- Grouse 
is from imported stock, ana a very fine dog. The pup- 
. pies are all cloar white and very handsome. By the 
way, Bradford can boast of quite a number of fine .well 
bred dogs. Mr. Sowers' kennel alone now consists of 
16 dogs, all setters of the red Irish and Gordon varieties, 
except the above mentioned litter. Some of them are 
as good in the field as one would wish to shoot over. 
His red Irish dog “Dock” would attract attention any- 
, where. He is a very dark rich red, and as far as color 
and style are concerned, he most certainly fills the bill. 

Our sportsmen are very much puzzled over the non- 
appearance of the pigeons; although the beech mast is 
very abundant, they come not. 

We understand that quail are very plenty along the 
line of the Second Divisiou of the P. C. &8t. L. R. R., 
especially in Jay and Blackford Counties. It is very 
remarkable this season as regards the size of the quail. 
About one out of ten are two-thirds grown, and great 
numbers are still smaller; in fact, entirely too small to 
shoot. Mr. Morgan, of Richmond, Ind., in three days’ 
shooting in the neighborhood of Dunkirk, Ind., brought 
to bag 145 quails; this we consider good. He used a 
muzzle loading gun, aud shot over two dogs. We con¬ 
template a raid into the Hoosier State soon. In case 
we go you shall hear from us. Sober Sam. 


The Polar Bear’s Ccnriso.— According to the Es¬ 
quimaux, the seal constructs its abode beneath the sur¬ 
face of the ice in such a manner that it can enter it 
from the water below; here tbe young seal passes its 
infancy, and when the returning heat of summer has 
destroyed its igloo or dwelling, the young seal ib old 
enough to take care of itself; but this mode of lodging 
its youth beneath the ice is well known to the bear, 
who, with his keen scent, soon detects tbe whereabouts 
of the seal's nursery, and in order to gain entrance 
makes a spring and comes down heavily on the top of 
the igloo, crushes it in, and immediately seizes the 
young seal with its paw. Here it might be supposed 
the hungry bear devours its prey; but no, it > 8 fur *oo 
wary to do so; it knows full well that where a baby is 
there must of necessity be a mother, and that she will 
be in search for her darling; therefore the bear scrapes 
the snow away from the seal hole, and holding the 
young seal by the flippers allows it to flounder about, 
and when tbe mother approaches, the bear slyly draws 
the young seal toward it until the old one is within 
reach, when he seizes her with the other paw, and thus 
captures both.

How We Break Dogs. 

In reply to the numerous inquiries as to the best way 
breaking sporting dogs, the order of proceeding, &c. 
We have concluded to give in this and the two succeed¬ 
ing numbers, a brief recapitulation of tbe method 
which we have practised for a number of years with 
unvarying success. 

We would, however, warn our readers that it is im¬ 
possible to lay down any rule for all cases; individual 
temperaments vary in the dog as in persons, and a 
really good breaker will study the character of his pu¬ 
pil, and teach one or the other lesson first, according 
as he decides the occasion requires. All that we shall 
ive in these articles can be taught any animal, tbe or- 
cr alone may need change, though whenever possible 
we adhere to this order, ns we have found it less likely 
to confuse a young dog than any other. 

In the present article we shall confine ourselves to 
preliminary hints to trainers. Next we shall take up 
yard breaking, which will comprehend all those exer¬ 
cises in which the dog should be made perfect before 
he is taken into the field, since the whole control of him 
when in the presence of game, will depend upon bis 
complete subjection to orders; that he will be too ex¬ 
cited to comprehend or obey unless be has been well 
drilled in them before hand. Lust of all we shall speak 
of field breaking, including the cure of many faults to 
which all dogs are prone. 

Breaking may begin as soon as the pup shows powers 
of comprehension, but all lessons should be taught 
slowly, and with due care to avoid frightening the pu¬ 
pil, as fear will distract his attention and lead him to 
attempt to escape, and thus adding new trouble to 
what is at best no easy trick, if thoroughness and per¬ 
fection os sought for are they should be. Every snorts- 
mun should remember that a half broken dog will ever 
be a source of discomfort to himself, and a nuisance to 
the friends with whom he may chance to shoot. A lit¬ 
tle cure and attention at the outset will obviate all dif¬ 
ficulty , and well repay the breaker later, when he sees 
his well tutored dog an object of envy to less fortunate 
sportsmen. 

The principle of perfect breaking lies in making the 
dog comprehend that he must obey an order—not be¬ 
cause he chose to do so, but because you order him. 
Of course a willing servant is the best, but the first 
thing is to get perfect subjection to your will, and this 
we maintain caunot be done by playing with the pupil 
and coaxing him into obedience. A proper system of 
rewards unu punishments is the only eafe one to follow, 
as this inspires the dog with a dread of the consequen¬ 
ces following disobedience, and afterwards with a 
sense of pleasure and gratification in doing us he is 
bid. Great judgment is required in dealing out either 
punishment or reward, us a blunder, a mere error, must 
not bo mistaken and treated os a deliberate wrong, nor 
must a half way compliance, which may be only a cun¬ 
ning evasion, be accepted for full service. To avoid 
mistakes, the dog must be closely watched, and every 
action noticed and comprehended. The breaker must, 
as it were, pul himself in the dog's place, and reason 
therefrom. The ditl'ercnce between a good and a poor 
breaker is never more clearly manifested in anything 
than in the power to understand and appreciate the mo¬ 
tives of a dugs action. This is in a great measure an 
instinctive JacuUy, yet it is capable of cultivation in a 
degree by any thoughtful and observant mau, uud upon 
it his whole success depends, if he proposes to go into 
what may be culled the fine art of breuking. Almost 
any man can teach a dog the rudiments of a sporting 
education, but to bring him up from the brute level to 
almost the dignity of u thinking being; to give him tbe 
power to use his knowledge in emergencies which can 
not be anticipated, is the work of an artist. All dogs 
are not capable if so high a degree of education, but 
many dogs are, and one such animal appreciated and 
made the most of, is worth a dozen ordinary dogs, either 
for the use or pleasure of his master. 

While severity is seldom needed, unbending firm¬ 
ness is absolutely essential in all cases. Once begun, 
the lesson must be thoroughly-taught then and there, 
no matter at what expense of time and patience. Once 
conquered, a dog seldom makes a second fight over the 
same point, while each conquest breaks his will more 
and more effectually, and inakeB his subsequent re¬ 
sistance less persistent. We have seen young dogs 
which seemed willing to die rather than give up, yet 
such animals once mastered ever prove the most use¬ 
ful and willing servants, bringing to their recognized 
superior the same energy and pluck in obeying which 
they formerly manifested in resisting. Such dogs are 
too frequently ruined by an impatient breaker. Often 
have we seen coses where after a prolonged struggle 
just as the dog was ou the point of yielding, the man 
yielded instead, and driving the animal to the keDnel 
with a curse at his obstinacy, went off threatening 
what he would do at another time. No living animal 
will appreciate the fact of getting its own way more 
quickly than the dog, and one such triumph will 
strengthen him for, a still longer resistance when next 
tried; thus through the lack of firmness in his breaker, 
the animal is subjected to unnecessary pain and pun¬ 
ishment, or given up as incorrigible and worthless. 

Punishmeul must never be inflicted so long us there 
is any doubt of the dog understanding what is required 
of him. Both humanity and common sense require 
that the demand be brought within the comprehension 
of the animal, but when it becomes evident that the 
refusal to obey springs solely from a determination not 
to give up, then severe punishment is the most merci¬ 
ful because leas likely to need repetition. 

The first requisite for a breaker is perfect self-con¬ 
trol. Anger must be utterly put aside when he takes 
his pupil in hand, or he will act like a brute, and in 
some moment of temper spoil what would otherwise 
make a good dog It is a law of nature that the superi¬ 


or shall rule, and man as the true superior can always 
rqle if he does not put himself below the level of hiB 
subject by a displuy of unmanly passions or attributes. 
The brute creation recognize man's superiority at once 
if he maintains it, all animals learn to obey him, but if 
he forgets himself the fail is as quickly noticed and 
comprehended. Good temper, patience and observa¬ 
tion, will give any intelligent man the power to break 
his dogs in a manner worthy of a sportsman. The 
absence of either will be a fatal bar to his complete 
success. 


Kennel Queries. 

P. E. W., Columbus. Will the cross between a setter 
and water spaniel make a good dog for general work? 
Ans. Such a dog would make a good retriever, though 
not so good as the pure spaniel. For work on birds, he 
would not compare with the pure setter. No cross 
bred dog is as a rule equal to the pure strains. 

A. L. S., Toledo. What kind of dog is the best water 
retriever for ducks and wild fowl? Is there any as good 
as the Chesapeake duck dog? Ans. The Chesapeake 
dog is perhaps the best in the world for rough seas od 
the coast or swift tide water, but for ordinary use on 
the inland lakes and streams the pure Irish water span¬ 
iels has no superior. 

F. C. B., Warsaw. One of my dogs was badly cut 
on the cheek with a nail some time since. The wound 
bled very freely, and since it healed a soft pendulous 
sac has fonnetl nearly an inch lang. This is free from 
hair, of a purple color, and if pricked bleeds so that it 
is staunched with difficulty. What is the trouble and 
how can it be cured? Your dog has a varicose vein. 
Tie a waxed silk thread round the sac close to the 
cheek, and in a few days this will rot off' and the wound 
heal cleanly. 

G. E. P,, Clinton, Iowa. I am desirous of purchasing 
a first-class retriever for ducks; will pay n good price; 
if you know of any parties having such a dog, pleuse 
let me know. Ans. A pure Irish water spaniel or 
Chesapeake duck dog will suit your purpose. For the 
former write Mr. J. H. Whitman, 95 Lake street, Chi¬ 
cago. Mr. John A. Logan, Cincinnati, has n very su¬ 
perior young retriever which he might sell. If you fail 
with these, write Mr. O. D. Foulkes, Chesapeake City. 
JId., and ask him to gel you such a dog as you describe.

I have 
another dog which keeps in poor flesh aud eats a great 
(leal of earth or clay; what is the cause and what can I 
do for him? Ans. 1. Tbe only thing you can do to 
make your dog staunch is to make him charge at point, 
or if he will not do this work him on a check cord, keep-" 
ing the cud in your hand and so control him on point 
till he will stand as long ns you desire. This will be u 
great deal of work, aud necessitate a short range with 
the gun following him closely till he is broken of read¬ 
ing on his point. You can decide whether he will re¬ 
pay you for the trouble. To cure him of biting you 
must run wires through a bird so that the ends will lie 
just under the skin and make him bring this, and 
nothing else, till he becomes tender mouthed. If he 
bites only wounded birds you must stop his bringing 
such allogelhcr, for a time, at least 2. Prices vary. 
You should gel a tip-top native dog for from seventy- 
five to one hundred dollars. Blue blood is worth any 
price according to breed. 3. Your dog has worms; give 
two grains of powdered arcca nut for each pound the 
dog weighs, in soup or made into a pill; the next day 
give a dose of salts or other purgative. Wait two days 
and repeat if the worms do doI come away. Three 
doses of nut at such intervals should effect a cure, 
though worms are sometimes very obstinate.

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Our London Letter. 

London, Oct. 26,1878. 

The past, week has had no very noteworthy turf mat¬ 
ters of Importance. Harriot Laws won the North¬ 
umberland autumn plate, and thus gave another in¬ 
stance that certain horses have a partiality for certain 
courses; the little mare has had many good opportuni¬ 
ties of scoring a win elsewhere, but has always failed 
to do her backers credit. She certainly had nothing 
better than Polonaise to beat, but still she pushed her 
way through the mire a very long way ahcaa of her. 

There were races at the Curragh, and at Croydon, 
Bromley and Coventry, where the sport was 'of a 
plating nature. But nothing much could be expected 
with the important Houghton meeting so close at hand. 
The Houghton used to Be the virtual wind-up of the 
racing season, but there are now so many western 
meetings, whose attractions are so great, that it is well 
into November before we can bid good bye to the flat. 
This present week is an important one, as the two-year 
old form, so mixed during the early part of the season, 
seems likely to be unravelled. 

Yesterday the game was opened by the most brilliant 
weather and equally fine sport, which, however, was 
of the most disastrous description to backers, who were 
knocked over in every event save the match. The 
wonderfully improved Munden was potted for the open¬ 
ing event, but Trappist, 8 years, by Hermit, showed 
that this promising young sire could get animals ca¬ 
pable of going a longer than T. Y. C. journey, as he 
won very cleverly over the Rowley mile. The Crite¬ 
rion was looked forward to as a great revealcr of crook¬ 
ed forms, but as Skylark, M. de Fliguy and others 
did not accept, it was left to the unconquered Spring- 
field to do battle with Farnese. It was looked upon as 
a match between these two, with odds on Springfield, 
as he was receiving 5 lbs. from his whistling opponent. 
The odds were never in doubt as far as Farnese or any 
other but Clanronuld was concerned, for Springfield 
made all the running till J. Osborne brought the slash¬ 
ing son of Blair Athol-Isilia with a great rush, and just 
won on the post by a head. This makes the Dewhurst 
Plate, to beruu to-morrow, one of the most interesting 
events of the year, for in it we have Petrarch, the 
Kiddle Parkplale winner, with 9 st. 5 lbs.; Clunronald, 
9 st. 2 lbs.; Kaleidoscope, 9 st. 2 lbs.; Springfield, 8 st. 
11 lbs.; and Madeira, the second in the Middle Park 
plate, 8 st. 6 lbs. Should these five alone come to the 
post it would be intensely interesting, for the distance 
is seven furlongs. The winner, whoever be may be, 
if entered for next year's Two Thou’ or Derby, is sure 
to be first favorite. 

The Cambridgeshire promises to be another run 
away, as Shtton has been very highly tried, and has 
answered the questions put to him in the most satis¬ 
factory manner to his backers and owner. On bis two 
year old form he is simply thrown in at 5 st. 18 lbs., 
and now that the money is going on him in earnest, it 
seems useless to back anything else, and the only one 
beside him that I can recommend is Cerulceus. The 
talent evidently thinks the feather weights have the 
best of it, as Kaiser and Coomassic are the only repre¬ 
sentatives of the heavy and middle weight divisions 
that find support. 

Before closing my remarks on turf matters, I must 
make a comment on the death of your famous trotter 
American Girl. “ Worn out” seems the only verdict 
that 1 can pass on her, and it seems curious to me that 
your people do not spare your valuable horse-flesh for 
re-production, rather than drive all the “ grit" out of it 
on the course.

Among the long tails there has been some pretty 
sport. The most noteworthy meeting was that of South 
Lancashire, at Scarisbrick. There was a lurge con¬ 
course, but the usual betting on courses was wanting, 
sb the magistrates of Southport exercised a somewhat 
arbitrary power, putting a slop even to pool, so that after 
reading the draw the crowd dissolved. The opening 
day was miserably wet and the sport bad, Sir Thomas 
alone performing meritoriously. The second day was 
even more miserable, but the sport was better ; Sir 
Thomas was bowled over by Suspicion—at least so the 
judge said—but 1 thought otherwise. On the third day 
the weather was delightful, and, as grey-hounds are as 
amenable to sunshine as mankind, we had very fine 
sport. The concluding day was equally delightful. 
Chowbent, the winner of the Derby, is a fine, close¬ 
working, speedy puppy, and will be heard of to some 
purpose; he is by Blackburn—Somebody's Jane—and 
though beaten for the plate by Liberty, the winner of 
the Oaks, he will be sure to beat her when fortune is 
not so dead against him as on this occasion. 

The meeting at Amesbury, once the trysting place of 
the Wiltshire champions, would have been a very 
pleasant affair but^ for the miserable weather which 
spoilt the spoit. None but the staunchest supporters 
and lovers of the leash could face the pelting, and in 
this they were worse off than their confreres at South- 
port, upon whom the sun did shine a little. If Honey¬ 
moon keeps well for the Waterloo, she bids fair to 
start as hot a favorite as did even Master McGrath, 
and there is no old dog that will lower her flag. To the 
puppies we must look, and among the clever ones there 
mav be one found to do it. 

The much-talked of ten-miles handicap came off at 
Lillie Bridge on the 16th. In one sense It was a failure, 
os none of the great cracks, Slade, Gibb or Bryden 
put in an appearance; there were very many ab¬ 
sentees, and, in fact, it Beemed a gift to Fuller, as he 
(the presumed champion at the distance) was allowed 
two minuteB and a half from scratch ; and it would 
have been a gift but for the throwing in of an unknown 
man at almost the limit (10 min. 10 secs.) Blill it was 
noteworthy, insomuch as Fuller, H. N. Oliver, Thomas 
and Ball, covered the dsitance within 60 minutes, a 
wonderful performance, when we take Into considera¬ 
tion that fifteen years ago to beat the hour was a great 


professional ambiiton. The T. H. H. inaugurated the 
novelty of a 28 yard race also, which will be of inter¬ 
est to your folks, who are partial to this distance. It 
was won by J. Shearman, from J. H. Reay, by a foot, 
in 8 2-6 secs. 

The Rugby Foot-Ball Union held their annual meet¬ 
ing, and had a powerful Ingathering of delegates from 
allpartsof the country. Laws were proposed to de¬ 
cide matches by points, a goal to count five points, and 
minor successes pro rata; this, however, was not ac¬ 
cepted, so that a goal or goals will remain the criterion 
of victory. Some very spirited play has been going on 
throughout the country. The Association have began 
to play their challenge trophy games, so that from this 
point out we may be pretty sure to have something 
stirring to relate, of all phases of the noble sport. 

Aquatics are dull, and the only topic of any interest 
is the coming championship match. At Cambridge the 
fours arc getting into working order, and good racing 
may be expected. The river has a very lively appear¬ 
ance, us craft of all descriptions are to be found (lodg¬ 
ing about on the narrow stream. 

The last feature to notice is the quoit championship 
match, which was close and very interesting. The con¬ 
testants were George Graham, the 18 yards champion, 
and D. Hadow, of West Muir. The present game was 
the first of two of 81 points, the aggregate of which two 
games was to decide the question of superiority. It 
was give and take, with Hadow slightly the better of 
the two, till he scored out, Graham being at 78. The 
pitching was remarkably accurate and altogether de¬ 
lightful __ Index. 

Hunting In Colorado. 

The Denver 1 Yews says that two Englishmen of note, 
Sir Samuel Hayes and Captain Prescott, with a guide 
and one or two attendants, are bunting bear and elk in 
North Park. They are having fine sport. Both are 
crack shots, and very fond of the chase. They have 
tackled the lion in Algeria and the tiger in India, und 
know how to attack the biggest game. They have 
killed several bear on the present hunt, and any num¬ 
ber of elk. 

Prince Starhemberg, of Austria, and party, with a 
guide, teamster and cook, crossed the Range yesterday, 
and will get fairly into Middle Park. They carry the 
best guns in use, and more ammunition than Johnson's 
army look over to Monnonland, to subjugate Brigham 
Young. The Prince says if he only kills a Rocky 
Mountain bear he will return to his Viennese palaces 
and be happy the rest of his days. They will stay in 
the Park about ten days. . 

Colonel J. W. Hall, of Hall’s Gulch, who departed on 
the 29th ult. for Europe, arrived at Denver on Wednes¬ 
day from North Park, where he had been bear-bunting 
since the 7th ult. He had two men with him—Henry 
Powers, of Denver, and a Mr. Miller, of Georgetown. 
He says that the park abounds in game of all kinds. 
The spoils of his hunt, which was leisurely indulged 
in, were three bear and several elk, besides antelope 
and smaller game. One of the attendants, Henry 
Powers, started with a revolver and compass, after 
some flour at a hunter's camp, and missed his reckoning 
and got lost, and wandered around a week, with only a 
blanket, and very little to eat His revolver was of but 
little account to him in procuring meat, and bis chances 
of life were becoming slim, when good fortune brought 
about a meeting. The Colonel, as he was coming out 
of the Park, shot four elk without moving out of his 
-tracks. 


Middle Park. 

A correspondent of the Denver Newt, writes that 
Middle Park is fairly swarming with hunters, most of 
whom have about loaded themselves down with elk, 
venison, bear and antelope, and are preparing to re¬ 
turn to their homes east of the range. A few days 
ago, Charley Utter, of Georgetown, went eastward 
with twenty elk and some other game, and another 
party followed soon after with five elk and a grizzly 
bear. Some of these gentlemen come for a jolly good 
time, caring little about obtaining any more game than 
they can eat; others come to hunt their winter’s sup¬ 
ply of meat, and another clasB slaughters animals by 
the dozen for outside markets. Mingled with the sing¬ 
ing of the winds through the towering pines, the sound 
of swift flowing mountain streams, and the crackling 
of a camp fire near by, comes the heartily-rendered 
Btrainsof an old tune with about the following words; 
“When I can shoot my rifle door, rifle clear, 

When I esn shoot my rifle clear, rifle clear, 

When 1 can shoot my rifle clear, at sage-hens In the sky— 

I'll bid farewell to pork and beans, pork and beans, 

I'll bid farewell to pork and beans, pork and beans, 

Ml bid farewell to pork end beans, and feast on sige-hen pie." 

The savory morBel thus praised in song, together 
with the delicious elk steak broiling over the fire re¬ 
ferred to, emit the rich, appetizing odor so tempting to 
the hungry "campers," and reminds me of our nearly 
always obtainable bill of fare—"elk steak for break- 
fust, roast venison for dinner, and mountain trout for 
supper.” 


Protection of Game In New York. 

New York, Nov, 8. 

The first meeting 'of the Association for the Protec¬ 
tion of Game was held this evening. During the open¬ 
ing address, Mr. Phelps, the President, remarked that 
it was thought best to recommend the protection of 
quail during the whole of October, reducing the open 
time to the months of November and December. He 
also said that It was desired to know the views of the 
Western States regarding the Bales of venison in New 
York city, the dealers or which may sell In the months 
of September, October, November, December and 
January. 

The Association disclaim any Intention of inter¬ 
fering with game matters outside the city, but they 
would help Western men to defend themselves 
against any infringement of their rights by eastern 
dealers. Deer can only be killed in New York State 


during the three months of September, October and 
November, the other two months are given for getting 
rid of their venison and of receiving from other quar¬ 
ters. and it is now desired to know what outside asso¬ 
ciations have to say about the extension or contraction 
of this time. 

The association have several suits pending against 
violators of the law, and mean to press them home. 
They closed their proceedings by voting $2,000 for re¬ 
wards, and as a prosecuting fund. 


A Poor Day For Snakes. 

AND STILL THEY KILLED TWO HUNDRED AND FORTY 
OF THEM. 

The champion snake story of the season, and one 
with truth in it, is located here. Last Saturday a 
farmer was driving along near the highway, a mile 
south of La Grange, Mo., when he saw a bunch of 
black snakes lying in the sun at the root of a big stump 
which stands against a ledge of rock. He immediately 
BtQppcd his team and got out to kill them; but on ap¬ 
proaching they took fright, ran into a hole and disap¬ 
peared in the ledge. He lingered about a few minutes 
and about a half dozen of them came out, were dis¬ 
patched and their bodies thrown aside. He still waited 
m a concealed position and others came out only to 
meet their fate also. The hero of the occasion was 
then joined by two other men, and by standing out of 
view of the front of the hole the snakes continued to 
come out at intervals and were promptly dispatched. 
When the result was counted up after the sport was 
over, it was found that 240 had been killed. The size 
of the reptiles may be judged by the fact that it was 
estimated there were enough of them to till an ordinary 
wagon box, and that they would probably have weighed 
nearly or quite 1,200 pounds. 

As to the number and bulk of them there is abund¬ 
ant testimony; but the puzzle is as to why they should 
have continued to come out. The only plausible theo¬ 
ry is that, the day being bright and warm as it was, 
their first purpose in coming out was to lake the sun. 
When out their enemies dispatched them, put them out 
of sight and, staying concealed themselves, the others 
kept coming out of mere curiosity to know what had 
become of their companions. Thus the destruction 
went on till the whole of the den was cleaned out, a 
den from which it is supposed the several stragglers 
came that have been killed in the vicinity during the 
past two or three years. 


A Curious Freak of Nature. 

A curious freak of nature is found at Willough Lake, 
in the northern part of Vermont, where Mounts Pisgah 
and Hor rise 2,500 feet from the water and 4,000 feet 
above the sea, and are less than a mile apart, while 
the lake below is of unknown depth—and is supposed 
to rest at the level of the sea. A few years ago an im¬ 
mense rock, weighing over 800 tons, was started from 
its bed at the top of Mount Pisgah, and fell down the 
almost perpendicular face of the mountain into the 
lake, tearing away the carriage road and everything 
that opposed it, Bbaking the whole region round ana 
being heard ten and fifteen miles away. The lake is 
an immense spring, as hardly a brook flows into it, but 
a river flows out large enough to carry extensive mills. 
A winding loolpatb conducts to the summit of Mount 
Pisgah, which is abruptly cut off on the side nearest 
the lake, forming a perpendicular precipice nearly 
8,000 feet high, below which lies water of such sin¬ 
gular transparency that one can see more than 100 
feet below the surface. 

The temptation to leap from such a height is almost 
irresistible, and no one has yet visited the place of 
strong enough nerve to stand erect und look over the 
brink, but visitors crawl up on hands and knees to 
satisfy their curiosity. The view from this height is 
grand. To the east can be seen the White Mountains 
und the Connecticut river, winding down eighty miles 
of its course; to the north und the northwest are Mo- 
nadnock, fifty miles away, and the entire length of 
Lake Mempnremagog, and to the west is seen the 
western range of the Green Mountains. 'Hie scenery 
is unBurpaBBed in New England, and the drive over the 
carriageway which skirls the lake and connects Orleans 
and Caledonia counties in the most picturesque of any 
in the Btate._ _ 

Hons Eating Eggs—A Cure. 

Having seen the question asked how to cure hens 
from eating eggs, and having been put to my wits’ end 
to devise some means to slop them, I finally, by acci¬ 
dent, hit upon a plan that I have never known to fail. 
One great trouble with my breeders is, they make their 
hens' ncstB loo lurge, aud with Brahmas and Cochins 
the neBts are near the ground, and in many cases the 
eggs are in view of the hen. Havmg tried every avail¬ 
able Btuff, such as pepper, mustard, turpentine and 
everything I could hear of, but no cure. 1 then took a 
common nail keg, cut it in two, or a piece about eight 
inches high, and placed it in the box where the hen 
laid. 1 then put in an egg; the old hen mounted the 
nest or keg and tried to reach the egg, standing on the 
edge of the keg, but it was no go; site then got down in 
the keg, but that was a failure, for she did not have 
room to get at the egg; after trying for some lime she 
gave it up as a bad job. I have never had an egg eat¬ 
en by the hen since then; all of my nests in my coops 
have a piece of a keg in the box, and have parts of 
kegs for neBts. Do not make them too deep, out deep 
enough, so that they cannot reach the bottom when 
standing on the edge of the keg. You that are troubled 
with hens eating their eggs, try the plan; it costs but 
little, and I think you will never regret the trouble it 
will be to out-wit the old hen .—Poultry Bulletin

Yule and Harvard Foot-Ball Rules. 

The rules of the conference between the delegates of nartford 
and Vale, who met atSpringfleld on the ltttb, for the purpose of 
arranging rules under which games might be conducted this fall 
between the two Universities, were as foflows: 

1. The grounds shall not be more than 400 feet nor lees than 
300 feet long, and oue half tbe length in width. 

2. The goal-posts shall be 2) feet apart. 

8. The number for match games shall not exceed 15, nor bo less 
than 11. 

4. Time of game shall be left to tbe discretion of the cap¬ 
tains. but shall In no case exceed two hours, and that side shall 
be declared victor, which, at the end of the alloted time, shall 
have secured the majority of goals. To secure ibe goal the ball 
n^pst pass between the goal posts, and over across line 10 feet 

6. After goal baa been won Bide* shall be changed, and tbe los¬ 
ing side 6hall kick-off. In tbe event of no goal being won at tbe 
lapse of half an hoar, ends shall be changed. 

6. A ball may be caught on the bonnee or fly, aud carried; the 
player, so carrying the t all, may be tackled, or shouldered, but 
not backed, throttled, or pummelled. No player may be beld un¬ 
less he be in actual possession of tbe hall. No baiting wilb ibe 
hands la allowed. 

7. When the ball passes ont of bounds the player first touching 
it shall advance to the point where tbe ball went ont and throw it 
in at right angles to the line. 

8. Every player is on side, but Is put off side if he enters a scrim¬ 
mage upon bis opponents' side, or, being in a scrimmage, gets in 
front or the ball, or when the ball has been kicked, tonchea, or is 
being run with by any of bis own side behlud him (that is. be¬ 
tween himself and bis goal line). Every player, when off side is 
ont of the game, and snail not tonch the ball in any case what¬ 
ever, or in any way obstruct or interrupt any player until he Is ou- 
side. 

9. A player being off-side is pnt on-side when the ball bae beeu 
kicked by, or has touched tbe dress or person of any one of the 
opposite side, or when one of bis own side has run lu frout of 
him either with tbe ball or having kicked it when behind him. 

10. In kick-offs, tbe wluners of the toes shall have tbe choice of 
side or kick-off. The ball roust be fairly kicked, not babied, from 
a point (to be decided by tbe captains). 

11. Uutll the ball la kicked off no player shall be In advance of 
a line parallel to the line of his goal, and distant from it. (To be 
decided by tbe captain.) 

12. The two Judges and a referee shall be determined upon by 
the two capialus of the contesting side* 

13. In match games a No. 8 ball shall be need, furnished by the 
challeug ng aide and becoming tbe property of the victor. 

14. The ball cannot be taken from off tbe ground except for a 
kick, and it must be kicked from the point where It was taken 
from the ground. 

15. No backing, throttling, tripping up or striking shall be al¬ 
lowed under any circumstances. No one shall he allowed to 
wear projected nails, matal plates, or gutta percha on any part of 
bis shoes. 

16. In case of foal the referee shall throw the ball perpendic¬ 
ularly into the air to a height of at least 12 feet from tbe place 
where tbe foul occurred, aud the ball shall not be in play nutil 
tbe ball bas touched the ground. On continued transgression of 
these rules by any player, the side to which he belongs shall lose 
him. 

These rales are materially a condensation of the English Rug¬ 
by Union Rules, with the exception of the dimensions of the 
ground: This, in England, is always 120 yards square, if possible, 
never longer, never broader, though sometimes shorter and nar¬ 
rower to salt the exegenffles of a locality. The goal posts, too, 
are two feet wider apart than in England, bat this, and the other, 
even, are minor points. The rules are the essentials, and the 
very best rules that the game of foot-ball can be played nnder by 
men, ' 


We are very happy to say that the plea we pat forward for 
this admirable game bae been most gallantly responded to. In 
Chicago alone three foot-ball clnhs are being organized, and theso 
with the Chicago and Evanston Universities should ctnee some 
little local excitement. But the game Is too good a one to be 
kept to any one locality. Let ns hear of organizations being 
started elsewhere, and we will give them all tbe help we can In es¬ 
tablishing themselves. Tbe taste for athletics is taking old Hor¬ 
ace Qreely’e advice, and it will doubtless be foand that the West 
can hold its own with the East In all athletic efforts. Mens tana 
In corpore nano was the Latin saw, and there is no better means 
of keeping the body healthy daring the winter than this lively 
rushing game of foot ball. An hour's foot-ball gives a man as 
much work and liver stirring as a 10-mlle ran or a ‘20-mile walk, be¬ 
sides expanding his chest aud putting him on good terms wl‘h 
his fellow beings whose generous rivalry ronses him to more and 
more vigorous efforts._

Wlldidle’s (ireat Victory. 

His DEFEAT OP ORINSTBAD IN TUB FOUR MILB RACK AT SAN 
FRANCISCO—THE BEST TOUR MILES EVER RUN IN 
CALIFORNIA. 

The weather was not so propitious on the closing day of the fall 
meeting, the afternoon being foggy, with gusts of wind bringing 
the vapor in eddying whirls across the track. The sun would dis¬ 
pel the cloud-banks for a few minutes, when a change in the 
aerial current would retuni the misty vail. Fortunately, during 
the four-mile race there was nothing to obstruct the view, and the 
striving steeds were plaiuly visible over every Inch of the ground. 
There was a fine concourse of people to witness the events, and 
the races were, on the whole, better than ever had been seen in 
one day ou the Golden Slope. Unlike the preceding day, there 
was nothing to mar the enjoyment, and the races went off without 
hitch or jar. 

THE WISE PLATE. 

The assembly were so much interested in the Wise Plate—a 
dash of four miles—that the fast sprint race only raised u moment's 
enthusiasm, and as the bell tolled the signal to appear, the con¬ 
testants were eagerly scanned. The race had a double luterest, 
onebeiug the settlement of the ureseut controversy, as to which 
could moke four consecutive miles the fastest, aud hinging on 
that was something to guide them In forming an estimate of their 
various chances in the great four-mile heat race. Three had come 
from a long distance to participate iu the crowning event of the 
vear. and two bad snch a worm-wide fame that a short sketch may 
be of interest: 

WILDIDLK 

was bred by Mr. Alexander of Woodburu, Ky., aud wus foaled lu 
1870. His sire was Australian, imported from Engloud by Mr. A. 
K- Richards, his dam the famous mare Idlewild, by Lexington. 
He was purchased by his present owner, Mr. Mark A. Lit tell, of 
New York, aud commenced his racing career by winning ihe 
Nursery Stakes at Jerome Park, beating a large and strong field, 
amongsl which whs Katie Pease. This was his only race as a two- 
year-old. and In his tbree-year-old form he did not display any of 
the qualities he has since proved himself to poesess. The only 
race he ran iu that year he was beaten by Mate, aud when four 
yeure old he was not any more successful In the way of wins, al¬ 
though he ran second to Catesby in a race of three miles in 5:3d. 
So far It did not appear he was a very great favorite of Dame For¬ 
tune, but better days were in store. A. D. lM75 v broko the charm. 
Ills first race this year was the Fordbara Handicap, which he won, 
beating Spindrift. Preakness, Countess, and elglit others, the dis¬ 
tance being one mile and a quarter, and the time very good— 2 : 12 . 
The next race was one of two miles, and he defeated Preakness, 
Grlustead, and Tnbmau in 3:83*. Up to Sept. 1 he had run nine 
races, and since then he proved himself to be a fonr-miler by beat 
ing Ruthcrfurd at Saratoga lu 7:89. This induced bin owner to 
"carry 1 ’ him across the continent to have a fliug for fame aud for¬ 
tune In the four-raile-heat race, which was to be ran under the 
auspices of the Pacific Jockey Club, the puree of $30,000 being the 
largest ever "hung up” for racehorse or trotter, although there 
have been stakes of greater magnitude. He came legitimately 
into the class of first-rate horses. Hie dam, Idlewild, made the 
fastest time ever made north of New Orleans at four miles—7:26* 
—and. Inasmuch as she carried 117 lbs., being five years old. many 
hold it to be the superior performance until Fellowcraft ran In 
7:19* the summer of 1874. The sire of Wlldidle was a fine race¬ 
horse, but far more successful as a progenitor of racehorses— 
Springbok, Joe Daniels, Fellowcraft. Hem bold, and Rutherfurd 
being his sons, while Phoenix Belle, Maggie Hunter, Madge, and 
Mattie A. show that hie daughters are worthy of almost equally 
high rank. The paternal grandsire of Wlldidle was the first noree 
which won the Two Thousand Gnioeas, Derby, and 8 t. Leger, 
while the same ancestor ou the maternal side was Lexington. 

ORINSTBAD. 

The other Eastern borse which ran in the Wise Plate won Grin- 
stead, bred by James A. Grinstead of Walont Ilill, Ky.; was foal¬ 
ed iu 1871 by Gilroy- a brother of Kentucky and Daniel Boone; 
bis dam a sister to Hurlc. by imp. Sovereign. He also commenc¬ 
ed his racing career wheu a two-year-old. and, like his conqnerer 
yesterday, won his nialdcu race. This was the Champagne Stakes, 
aud the time was very fast, being 1:17*, three-quarter* of a mile. 
A* the two-year-olds East carry'll lbs. more than those uf the 
same twe carry on the Bay District course, the time is much 
better than it would be here. His next race was with Battle 
Axe. and he ran second to that remarkably speedy colt in the 
Kentucky Stakes, the time being 1:45*. it is needless to tell 
turfmen, of even moderate knowledge, that this was a great per¬ 
formance for two-year-olds with 100 1»>s. up. and as Battle Axe 
only beat him a neck there was not a great deal of difference In 
the merit of the two. As a three-year-old Grinstead ran twelve 
times, hie most notable victonr being a race of one mile and three- 
quarters, defeating Shylock, Lyttleton, Wlldidle and others in 
8 :lo. This year has been marked with a white stone for Grin- 
stead. and the brightest of the red-letter days was that on which 
he beat Springbok, Olltipa aud Mate one mile and a quarter in 
2:08*, the fastest time on record for the distance. Up to Sep¬ 
tember 1 he had run eight races, winning 5 of them. lie won at 
Reno. Grinstead was purchased by E. J. Baldwin during the race 
meeting at Saratoga so that now be is an adopted sou of Califor¬ 
nia. And now for the raco. 1 he wise PluL; Is one of the fixed 
events ef the Bay District Association, being a post stake in 
which there were five subscribers. This enabled those who bad 
subscribed to name any horse they saw fit the day before the race, 
and four of the five who were entered had a representative. Wll¬ 
didle ran for Henry Walab, Grinstead for Theo. Winters, Sherman 
for W. P. Barnes, Revenue, Jr., for Captain Geo. A. Johnston, 
while the fifth subscriber did not start anything. The stake was 
$250 each, p. p M with $760 added by the cinh, making the very 
handBome snm of 2,000. It was divided iDto three portions, the 
first getting $1,350 the second $500, and the third $250. 

TITS RACE. 

Not much time was lost in getting the word, as a length or so 
was of little advantage in a race which took four circuits of the 
course to flolsh. Revenue, Jr., went off with the lead, closely 
followed by Sherman. Thus they went to the first quarter in In¬ 
dian file, but when going up the back-stretch Sherman ran up to 
the leader, and tnere were two together at the half-mile pole in 
57*8.,Wlldidle and Grinstead a snort, distance In the rear. Again 
they strung out In rounding the further turn, each desirous to 
save as much space as possible.

When two miles 
and a quarter were run Wlldidle was leading two lengths. Grin- 
stead second, Revenae tiring and falling behind. The lower turn 
was traversed in the same manner, when the leaders Increased 
their pace aud dropped the tbree-ysir-old In tb«*ir wake, Revenue 
tolling hopelessly a long way behind. The third mile was made 
in 1:50*, and now it was evident the straggle for supremacy be¬ 
tween the Eastern champions would soon commence in earnest. 
Both wero ratling along at a steady, easy stride, without faltering 
or clambering, each persistently straining muscle and nerve for 
mastery. 


At the quarter pole on the fourth mile Wlldidle was a eonple of 
clear lengths In the lead, and Grinstead made his rush. Inch by 
loch the gap is closed; the two lengths are reduced to one. A lit¬ 
tle further there Is do open space, and when passing the half-mile 
mark there la scarcely tne difference of a neck in favor of Wtl- 
didle. The shouts cease; every eye is strained to watch the con¬ 
test; there Is too much excitement for hurrahs or vocal display. 
The tall of the lighter bay Ib nervously twitching, showing that 
the rider Is rousing every latent energy with spur and whip, while 
in the stillness the shrill cry of each jockey could be heard ani¬ 
mating and inspiring the steed to the utmost oxertlon. Midway 
of the semi-circle—tne last which baa to be rounded—Grinstead 
shows his bead in front; a few seconds after bix neck and shoul¬ 
ders are In view, and the silence is broken with loud cries that 
Grlustead will win. Alas I for those who were so anxiously hop¬ 
ing for the victory of their favorite, the advantage is not long re¬ 
tained. Half-way down the homestretch Wlldidle is again lu the 
lead; at the drawgate the son of Gilroy Is faltering; Hennessey 
Is using every effort—every art of the accomplished Jockey is 
called Into requisition. It fa a useless though gallant effort; the 
tired muscles ref use to respond. He has to succumb to more 
highly-trained thews, and Wlldidle crosses the score a winner by 
two open lengths. The son of the heroine who, twelve years ago, 
on classic Long Island startled the world with the performance of 
a great feat, is entitled to the chaplet. He has won, and takeu 
three-quarters of a second from the time of his dam. You can 
cheer now, ye who have Rtood by the fortunes of the heroine- 
wake echoes among the bills; victory! a hard-fought battle Is 
won. When the leaders crossed the score Sherman was at the 
seven-furlong pole, and that was a better place than he would 
have been expected to get had the time been correctly 
prophesied ; the last milo was made iu 1.49*, the aggregate of the 
four—7.25*. Sherman was timed in 7.41. Revenue some few 
seconds further behind. Only thrice in the history of the turf has 
this time been beaten—twice by Lexingtoi, ouce by Fellow- 
craft That it was a truly run race the fractional time will show.

8he will probably 
close her racing career with the present season, and 
will go from the turf in tbe triumph of victory, com¬ 
pelling her fleetest aspirants to trail in her dust. She 
leaves an enduring record that stands out in bold dtfl 
ance to all her successors. 

Most of tbe trotters have come down from a few 
choice mares, united with superior stallions. The 
mare that has; bred one trotter will breed another to 
the same horse under the same favorable circumstan¬ 
ces. Old Kate, the dam of Bruno and Brunette, that 
trotted together in double harness in 2.25*, has bred 
teD colts to Hambletonian aDd two or three to other 
stallions. All that were ever trained have trotted low 
down in the twenties. The produce of this mare 
must have realized to her owners for colts sold, nearly 
$30,000. They have passed through several hands, 
ami probably now represent in the hands of their 
present owners a capital cost of over $50,000. 

We ought to profit by these examples. The same 
causes produce similar effects. The dam of Old Kate 
was a pacer, a very good element in the blood of trot¬ 
ters. She took kiudly to trotting, became fast and was 
a stayer on ihc road. Uniting this mare, gifted wilh 
perfect action, to Hambletonian, a natural trotter, 
there were no extremes to overcome. Consequently 
they matched, and their colts came out with the natu¬ 
ral easy stroke, and training made them fast. Heredi¬ 
tary law controls the destiny of colts. It is as fixed 
and immutable as the motion of the heavenly bodies.

The bringing together of all kinds of stock in one ( 
body is worthy of every encouragement that can be x 
accorded it, as it affords the very best opportunity of , 
acquainting the general public with the improvement t 
which is being made every year by those who are par- s 
ticularly interested in producing good stock. It is , 
only by comparison that we are able to judge of the ( 

superiority of one class of stock over another. A man ( 

may think he has as fine a horse or dog as there is in , 
the country, and yet when be brings him in comparison , 
with others he will be surprised to find how far short j 
he falls below the standard of excellence. And then ( 
again, he learns many points that he never thought of , 
before, and which will be of great value to him in the , 
future. It is through this comparison of notes that we 
may expect still further improvements, and as all are, 
or should be interested in bringing our domestic ani¬ 
mals as near perfection as it is possible for man to do, 
it is proper that some inducement should he held out 
to those having fine stock to bring it forward for pub¬ 
lic inspection. The most feasible way that this can be 
done is through State and National exhibitions. 

This leads us to remind our readers that the man¬ 
agers of the great National Poultry and Dog Show that 
is to take place in Chicago next January, are using 
every effort within their power to make it one of Ihe 
grandest affairs of the kind that has taken place in this 
country, and it behooves everyone to lend it his aid. 
Those who have fine dogs should take special paius to 
have them exhibited, not merely for the chance of get¬ 
ting a prize, but to see how they compare with his 
neighbor’s. Those who have neither dogs nor fowls 
can manifest their interest by contributing something 
towards making up a good list of prizes to be contend¬ 
ed for by exhibitors. Upwards of *3,000 have already 
been subscribed, and it is confidently expected that the 
amount will reach the handsome sum of *10,000 before 
the date of the meeting arrives. Sportsmen throughout 
the West should take a pride in this coming meeting, 
and use their utmost endeavors in making it a brilliant 
success. 

The exhibition will be held in the south half of the 
Exposition Building-a place ndmirably suited for it 
in every respect. 

The following railroads have agreed to bring and re¬

The Great California Race. 

The all absorbing topic in sporting circles this week 
has been the four mile heat race to be run at Ban Fran- i 
cisco to-day. Go where one will, amongst sportsmen 
who love the noble horse, and are versed in matters 
horsey, the merits and performances of the entries are 
acilvoly discussed. Of the nino horses entered, Wild 
Idle, Rutherfurd, Grinstead, Springbok, Katie Pease 
and Revenue, Jr., claim more or less attention from 
those who fancy themselves as knowing on turf topics. 
Of these, Wild Idle, Grinstead, Katie Pease and Ruth¬ 
erfurd have shown themselves capable of staying the 
distance. This of itself is a very important fact, as it 
proves stamina, and the one thing perfectly certain 
about the race is that stamina will win tho day. Four 
miles and repeat is a great distance to go to win a 
race, and no animal, however swift, can have any hopes 
of winning without possessing great bottom. Bpring- 
hok has showed himself possessed of Btamina of no 
mean order, but he has not the undoubted credentials 
of any of the others; for, though Grinstead never won 
at four miles, he was so good a second to Wild Idle in 
the last great four mile dash over the Bay City track, 
that he fully proved his capability of going the distance 
jn good company. Of the rest of the field, Hock Hock¬ 
ing, Fanny Hall, Revenue, Jr. and Chance, there is 
nothing to be said. Hocking was so thoroughly out of 
it Inst year that there does not seem to be much chance 
of his securing the prize; but of him as of the others 
bracketed with him, wc may say that with so big a 
purse before them, playing dark may have been their 
public game, whilst private performances may have 
given owners some justification in risking *3,000. Wo, 
however, are thorough believers in public form, and 
discard all ideas of seeing the winner come out of the 
dark division. We feci convinced that the fine public 
performers have the race much to themselves, but these 
we feel ourselves somewhat at a loss to choose. Tak¬ 
ing in consideration that heats may be split, we are in¬ 
clined to discard Springbok as having the least capacity 
to repeat, and this leaves us with four from which to 
select the absolute winner. Rutherfurd was beaten by 
both Wild Idle und Grinstead at Saratoga, and as his 
successful performances were in the early part of the 
season, we look upon him as having trained off, and 
discard him. Grinstead has lately been beaten bj 
Wild Idle, but by so little that it is hard to say whether 
he was “cut loose” with so rich a prize in view, so 
that we are inclined to “hang fivith” upon him with 
his late conqueror as most likely to split heats with 
Katie Pease, to whom, however, wc give the prefer¬ 
ence, as she hns not only shown her ability to stay four 
mile heats, but she has the great advantage of being 
thoroughly acclimatized, and of coming fresh and un¬ 
jaded on the course. As wc go to press the betting 
pulse is at fever heat, with Wild Idle, Rutherfurd and 
1 Springbok alternating as favorites. 


Short Horns. 

The sale of short horns that took place at Dexter 
Park on Wednesday and Thursday of this past week 
must have had a somewhat dampening effect on the 
breeders of this class of thoroughbred stock. The as¬ 
semblage of buyers was not very large, some 200 only 
being present, and the enterprise displayed by these 
was hut small. The animals put up were of good 
blood and very fair quality, yet not one of them man¬ 
aged to beguile four figures from the pencils of the 
buyers, who showed a lack of spirit in competing for 
the feast of good things placed before them. 

Lady Geneva, a very fine looking and well furnished 
red heifer headed the price list on Wednesday, with 
*910; Second Louan of Deer Park, was second, at 
*816, with Miss Washington, a very fine red cow, a 
good third, with the modest sum of *800. 

Among those present were some of our most prom¬ 
inent cattle breeders and stock raisers, and even some 
from over the border, but for some reason or other 
they were discontented, either with themselves, the 
chilly weather or the cattle. 

Taking the sale as a whole, it was a poor result¬ 
ant of careful selection and outlay of capital; 110 fe¬ 
males averaged *223.41; 16 bulls averaged *150. Grand 
Commander, a very fine red roan bull, headed the 
males, at *«00, and is bound for Kansas. Buch prices 
as these are dispiriting in the face of the wondrous prices 
realized lately both in the East and England. The 
West must bestir herself and do better than this next 
time._. 

We understand that our sporting friend, M. W. 
Roth, has gone “nutting” in the woods of Iowa. From 
his promise made us before his departure, we should 
judge that our list of friends will be increased at least 
one hundred fold. 


Babb Ball Reform —We are glad to find that our 
voice ralsod in warning has awakened echoes on every 
side. What we so earnestly put before the public some 
time ago is now being reiterated in various forms—very 
slightly differing from the key-note struck by us as far 
back as Oct. 9, and even before. Again wo say we are 
glad to soe this move In the right direction ; the press 
is but the voice, and at times the guide of public 
opinion, and it may thus be argued that the public 
mean to have these reforms, or to find some other way 
of spending their time than in looking at the poor ex¬ 
hibitions of rotten organizations.

A Locomotive Racing with a Rabbit.— Plainsmen 
will be surprised to hear that there is something in the 
world that can run faster than a jack-rabbit. As a 
passenger train on the Union Puciflc, beading east, was 
rattling along over the Laramie plains, the other night, 
the engineer, Al. Johnson, looking from the cub down 
along the gleaming rails, espied a huge jack-rabbit 
bounding over the ties, about thirty feet ahead of the 
cow-catcher. The engineer put on some more steam, 
and the ponderous locomotive shot ahead like an ar¬ 
row- but the Jacksonian rabbit pricked up his ears, 
slapped on a full head of caloric, and lit out at tbe rale 
of twenty feet a Jump. Johnson’s pride was touched. 
His locomotive—No. 141)—is one of the biggest and 
swiftest on the line, and he was afraid that if be let 
that jack hare out run him the boys would find it out, 
and he would be everlastingly disgraced. 80 he turned 
on more steam, and the engine made a bound under 
the cloud of smoko which belched from the smoke¬ 
stack, and the telegraph poles danced past wildly, and 
jack let out another section of his legs, and kept right 
along down the level grade, just out of reach of the 
cow-catcher. For five miles and a quarter the locomo¬ 
tive and rabbit kept up this speed, when the latter be¬ 
gan to weaken, Johnson, reining in his iron horse, went 
out on the pilot, and, leaning forward, reached out and 
picked up the rabbit, as the engine jolted along slowly. 
Johnson thinks a great deal of that jack, and is going 
to keep him for a pet.___ 

—One of the most notable industries of Russia de¬ 
pends upon the sturgeon, the swimming bladder of 
which is manufactured into isinglass. The bladder is 
first placed into water and left there for some days 
with frequent changes of the water and removal of all 
fatty and bloody particles—the warmer the water the 
more rapid the accomplishment of the operation. The 
bladders, on being finally removed, are cut longitudin¬ 
ally into sheets, which are exposed to the sun and air, 
being laid out to dry, with the outer face turned down, 
upon boards of linden or bass wood. The inner face is 
pure isinglass, which, when well dried, can with care 
be removed from tbe external lamella;. The finer sheets 
thus obtained are placed between cloths to keep them 
from flies, and are then subjected to a heavy pressure, 
so as to flatten them out and render them uniform, and 
after this they are assorted and tied up in packets. 
The packets composed of the isinglass of the large stur¬ 
geon usually contain from ten to fifteen sheets, and 
weigh a pound and a quarter; and those of the others 
contain twenty-five sheets, weighing a pound. Eighty 
of these packages are usually sewed up in a cloth bag, 
or inclosed in sheet lead. 

—It will be an odd thing if we some day fill our 
lamps with iron tilings instead of oil, and dispense 
with wicks. Yet an experimentalist in Berlin has 
shown that a brilliant, lasting light may be obtained 
by burning iron. He took a straight bar magnet of 
some power, and sprinkled iron filings on one of its 
poles. Applying to this the flame of burning gas or 
spirit, it took fire, and continued to burn for some time 
as freely as any ordinary combustible materials do. 
The filings arrange themselves in accordance with the 
lines of magnetic force, and, however closely they may 
appear to be placed, of course no two of the metallic 
filaments are parallel, and consequently a certain 
amount of air is confined as in a metallic sponge. 

What is the Sti.N?—Prof. Randolph, in a lengthy 
article on the sun, says: "A molten or white hot mass, 
856,000 miles in diameter, equaling in bulk 1 ,, (>0,0(K) 
worlds like our own, having a surrounding ocean of 
gas on fire, 50,000 miles deep, tongues of flame darting 
upward more tban 50,000 miles, volcanic forces that 
hurl into the solar atmosphere luminous matter to the 
height of 160,000 miles; drawing to itself all the worlds 
belonging to our family of planets, and holding them 
all in their proper places; attracting with such superior 
force the millions of solid and stray masses that are 
wandering in tbe fathomless abyss that they rush help¬ 
lessly toward him, and fall into his firery embrace. 
And thus he continues his mighty orbit, having a pe¬ 
riod of more tban 18,000,000 of years.” 

—A wildcat was, in Washoe county, Nevada, killed 
lately by William Lyall, after a fierce figbt between 
himself, bis two dogs and tbe animal, which shows how 
savagely they will figbt when set upon by dogs. It 
soon disposed of one of the dogs, and releasing itself 
from tbe other, made a sudden bound at Mr. Lyall, 
who received ii with the butt of his gun, breaking Jt 
and leaving the barrels in tbe cal’s possession. Rally¬ 
ing tbe dogs, and having secured tbe barrels again, tbe 
cat made another spring at him, but he received it with 
a fair and square blow in the bead, laying it dead, 
thus showing more pluck than the dogs. It was tbe 
largest wildcat killed in tbui region, it measuring three 
feet four inches from tip to tip (its tail being only a 
couple of inches in length,) and weighed thirty-three 
pounds. _ _ 

—Fishes have no eyelids, and necessarily sleep with 
their eyes open. They swallow their food whole, hav¬ 
ing no denial machinery furnished them. Frogs, 
toads, and serpents never take food but that which 
they are satisfied is alive. When a bee, wasp, or hor¬ 
net stings, it is nearly always at the expense of its 
life. Serpents are so tenacious of life that they will 
live for six months or longer without food. Seals can 
bd trained to perform many tricks. It is believed that 
crocodiles live to be hundreds of years old. Tbe 
Egyptians embalm them. In South America there is 
a prolific honey-bee which has not been furnished with 
a sting The head of the rattlesnake has been known 
to inflict a fatal wound after being severed from the 
body. __

in San Francisco to witness the great race. Among 
the number are Messrs. Oonlisk ana Hankins. 


—Chamois-stalking has opened in some of the Swiss 
cantons. In the GrTsons it has been marked by what 
local papers term a perfect carnage.

Much is expected 
from the measures now being discussed in the Federal 
Chambers for tbe protection of mountain game._
